Implopments: Which laid School was ſuppozted by the voluntary Sub- 
ſcriptions and Benevolences of Charitable Perſons. And Whereas the 
Perſons who have Atted as Truſtees ot the laid School, having found En- 
couragement in their ſaid Undertaking, and deſigning to Enlarge the ſaid 
Charity, did in the Pear 1201 take into their Care ſeveral other P. Boys 
and Girls of the ſaid Pariſh, and pꝛovide them, together with the other 1700: 
Childzen of the. ſaid School, with Cloathing, Meat, Drink, Waſhing, 
Lodging, and other Mecellaries, in a large Houſe, known at pzeſent by the 


Name 15 the Grey - Coat Hoſpital, in 92 near Tothill-Fields, appointed to them by 


the Geſiry of the ſaid Pariſh Rent-fzee for that purpoſe : In which ſaid Ho- 
ſpital all the ſaid Childzen are not only Taughtand Jnſtrufed, as abovemen⸗ 
tioned, but ſuch of them as are Capable, are alſo kept to Wozksz as Spinning, 
Knitting,Sowing, and other Implopments, to Jnuze them to honeſt Laboꝛ and 
Jnduſfy. Towards the Paintenance of which laſt mentioned Childzen, the 
Pariſh gives the uſual Allowance of Six Shillings per Calendar Month foz 
each Child, and Thirty Shillings a piece towards Binding them appꝛentices: 
And the whole Charge of the laid Undertaking, being upwards of Eight 
Þundzd Pounds per Annum, is made up by the Uoluntary Subicriptions and 
Benevolences of Charitable Perſons. And whereas we are credibly infozmed, 


That ſeveral Perſons are willing to beſtow Gifts and Legacies, and to ſettle 
Pelluages, Lands,Tenements, Kents, and Hereditaments,fo2 making a moze 


ſolid Foundation for the Suppoꝛt and Maintenance of the ſaid poſpital: But 
in Regard the Taultees, who ba de the Care and Banagement thereof, are not 
Jncopozated, they are not Perſons capable in Law to Receive ſuch Settle⸗ 
ments, noꝛ are well im powered to Sue foꝛ, Receive, 02 Recover any Gifts 02 
Legacies which may be hereafter fꝛom time to time Bequeathed by Charitable 
Perſons to the ſaid Hoſpital, whereby the ſaid Hoſpital is in Dange? of loſ- 
ing ſuch Gifts, Legacies, and Charitable Benevolences.
